Who then oould 
have dreamed that man who escorted 
ih* then prc^<lBnt of the United 
State* and tiM •raUir of the day to 
their places was destined to be hon 
oT«4 Uke Oarlleld. with the highest 
place la the gift of his country, waa to 
meet bis sad fate and was himself to 
toa the next martyred preeldent above 
whose open grave the aatioa wcraM 
bew its head? Only one Wtttayear 
ago, less Ave days, at the head of an 
Imposing civic and military proceeeion 
MaKlater passed triumphantly aloag 
Ctansylvanta aveiuao tor hi* second 
Inaugural. Sli month* later, the trag- 
edy ooeurred Buffalo and another 
tvt different sort of procestion tender- 
ly bora his body through the streets to 
tha rotunda of tha capltol, where the 
brief funeral oration wa* dellTered 
over his coflin and the tributes of the 
■Mvtloaa o( the earth about his bier be-

DETSBMIHEfi 

We* the Attempt of the Boers *e 
Rush the Ilrlttsb OiitpoNt. 
Londoa, Feb. 27.— The attack made 
by the Boers to rush the outpost line 
near Bothsaberg, Transvaal colony, 
daring the night of Feb. 23, reported 
In General Kit( hen*r's dispatch, was 
most determined. The Boers were led 
by two well known fighter*, Koes 
Hands aad Mania Botha. When the 
Boers realised that their attempt to 
actually break through tha wire fences 
was frustrated, they crouched beside 
the cuttle killed by the British fire, 
aad with which the ground was thick- 
ly st ra wn , aad from that defense pour- 
ed a heavy fire on the British troops. 
The fusilado was steadily returned, 
and finally the Boers were driven 
back, leaving 15 dead and six wound- 
ed on the field. They also left 170 
dead or wound( (1 horses and tha en- 
tire herd of 6,000 head of cattle. 

Roaebery Repudiated. 
London. Feb. ^7.— The Liberal 
Unionists, at the annual meeting of 
the Liberal Unionist council, definitely 
repudiated any desire to enroll them- 
*elve* under Lord Rosebery's banner. 
The Duke of Devonshire, kud prt si- 
dent of the council, who presided, de- 
clared Lord Ito**bery had done great 
service in aisaseoolatiag himself from 
the pro-Boer element, but the speaker 
wanted to siee how the Libtral Imper- 
ialist party could offer any Induce- 
ments Co the UaionisCs. The country 
was not disposed to follow the flag of 
statesmen who had looked on while 
these new guides of the Liberal jwrty 
had led it deeper and deeper into the 
Blra. 



A RevenQeful Lad. 
New York, Feb. 27.— Revenge for 
reprimand* glvca to Leonard Robin- 
son. M, of Blue Point. L. 1., incited 
the boy to plan to kill John F. l>anes' 
daughter, eJssle, 16. He had dug a 
grave In which to bury her. Leonard 
told seraral other boy* and a girl his 
intentions and when the school teai h- 
er confronted him he confessed. Mr. 
Danee, fearing for the life of his daugh- 
ter, caused the arraignment of the 
Robinson boy before a Juatlee. The 
latter Issued a warrant for the lad's 
arrest on a charge of threatened mur- 
der and tba lad was h<ld. 

Secretary Shaw Spoke. 
Chicago, Feb. 27.— Leslie M. Shaw, 
the new seci-etary of the treasury, was 
in the eitr to attend the annual ban- 
quet of th« National Business Men's 
lt»ague in thi' Auditorium, whore he 
made his maiden speech since eii'tcr- 
ing President Roosevelt's cabinet. On 
this ocoaalon he discussed commerce 
•nd Industrie* of the west. In an In- 
terview he spoke with considerable t n- 
thusiasm considering the visit of 
Prince Henry of Prussia and expr< ss- 
ed the belief that it would go far to- 
ward cementing the friendship ot the 
two 90tta»rt— . 

Dangar Paat. 

Philadelphia. Feb. 27.— All further 
danger from the freshet in the Schuyl- 
kill river in this vicinity is past Since 
high tide the water has been steadily 
receding and the stream 1* practically 
free from ice. The river awapt over 
fhp railroad tracks on the west bank 
and extruded some distance Inland. 
The water failed to roach the tracks 
of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad on 
the east bank of the riveri though it 
rose to within a short distanoa Of the 
rails and the station.

Oalar Idne Aired When the Mays 
BUI Was Put I pon Its Pain 
•age— Measures In th* 
Ohio Leglslatiure. ■ 



CohMBbttS, 0., Feb. 27.--There was a 
lull In the house 0t representatives 
following the ezcltememt attending the 
paaaaga of Ue Beal and Willis bills. 
A* soon as the clerk had compUtted 
th* Journal .Mr. Denune, the suspend- 
ed mamher from Franklin, was given 
tha floor to explain hia action in ra> 
fusing to TOte on th* Beal bill. Mr. 
Denune said be had promised a min- 
ister to refuse to vote on any amend- 
maais to the Beal bill, and his action 
waa simply the keeping of his word. 
A motion by Mr. Allan, Fulton county, 
to restore him to the roll call was car- 
ried unsDlmously. 

Af.er the passage of the local option 
bill and when the members of 
the house began to go over the 
battle as the smoke cleared 
away, the first thing which met 
their eyes was the Meisel amendment, 
which provides a fine for the first of- 
fense of selling liquor on Sunday, and 
for the fecond ofTensw a maximum 
fine of $200 and impriaonraent ov l«>lh, 
but there is no minimum. There is 
nothing to prevent a liberal ipolice 
Judge from fining an offending saloon- 
ist 2 cect.s and remitting the OCIStS If 
he c hooses to do so. 

Another point which the friends of 
th« Beal bill are regretting 1* that 
they conceded the change in the re- 
quired penertaftp for a petition from 
25 to 40 per cent of the total number 
of votee in any municipality. This, 
th* frl*nda oC the measure themsel-va* 
■ay. praelndea tha pesathlUty ot get- 
ting a local option election fh any of 
the large cities. Of course in the 
smaller towns and villages the local 
option law is strengthened, and they 
V claiming that much of the rletory. 
There will be an effort in a quiet way 
to remedy tthe bill before It is passed 
in the senate. 

The widely-discussed Willis tax bill 
1* halt a law, aa It waa paa**d by the 
honee after but Mttle dlecusslon. 

Other bills passed in the house were 
as follows: To permit domestic fire 
insurance companies to loan money 
upon the value of real estate as im- 
proved, inetead of 'the value unim- 
proved as at preaent The loan must 
be made upon a .10 per (cni basis; to 
increase the salary of the judge of 
common pleas of the Fourth Judicial 
district residing ia Erie county, by 
providing for the payment of 91,000 
by the county. 

Mr Fisher of .Medina county intro- 
duced the two cent fare bill providing 
for a strai^t two-crat fare except in 
caaaa where cash fare is paid from 
stations where th<>rf> are agents in 
which case the faru to be charged is 
two and one-half cents per mile. The 
bill also prohibit* the traflc in excur- 
sion tickets, as no tickets can be used 
except by th* person purchasing th* 
ticket. 

In th* Senate. 
The •*nate paaeed the Fraser house 
bill relative to the value of land* 

when considered for th( purpose of 
making a loan. The limit of valuation 
is fixed at per cent on both the 
land and the Improvemenit* thereto In- 
stead of the mere value of the ualm- 
prf)V( d niilty. Senator Longworfh's 
bill making It an offence to steal elee- 
tricity through the tapping of wires 
waa also passed. 

The senate by a strict party vote of 
16 to 11 tabk'.i Pcnafor Decker's reso- 
lution for an investigation of the office 
of the clerk of the supreiae oourt dur 
ing the past 10 years. 

Bills passed by the senate: Provid- 
ing that when corporations dissolve 
notice of the dissolution must be filed 
with the secretary of state; extending 
to all cities the provisions of the law 
fllvltts workfaonaa tmeteea the rlfht 
to parole prisoners; requiring that all 
parties to a suit, those who are made 
jMirtles deffiidant aftf-r the filing of 
tha ault, as well aa those najned in 
tha original petition, shall be Indexed ; 
providing that suits may be brought 
against corporations in any county in 
which they own property or ow e debts. 

The senate committee on privileges 
and election* decided Thursday morn- 
ing by a uaanJaoua rote to decide 
the Tsylor-Hurst Contest In favor of 
Hurst, the sitting member from Tus- 
la-awas county, and representing the 
)oin/t Eighteenth-Nineteenth district. 
Mr. Taylor aUeged Irregularities in 
HoUnaa county, but failed to submit 
any testimony in support of charges. 
The senate adopted Mr. Hoaea's 



joint resolution providing for a Joint 
session of the two houses en March 
17 to hear arguments pro and eon on 
the proposition to abandon tha canals 
ot the vf^t:

Wsshlngton. Feb. 27.— Although the 
White Uousi' officials are now non- 
committal on the subject, there is rea- 
son to believe that no response what- 
ever Is likely to be made to the letter 
of Lieutenant Governor Tillman of 
South Carolina to the president re- 
questing htm to withdraw bis accept- 
ance of the invitation to preaent a 
sword to Major Micah Jenkins at 
Charleston. It is beMeved that this 
incident will result in rrrstdent 
'Roosevelt not attending the Charles- 
ton exposition. 

Lieutenant Governor Tillman'* t*l*- 
grsm to President Rooeevelt was as 
follows: 

"A short while ago I had the honor 
to address your excellency a letter re- 
questing that on the occasion of your 
visit to Charlestown you present a 
sword to Major Mlcah Jenkins of the 
First United States Voluniet r cavalry, 
of whose gallant services you spoke 
so highly, your words being engraved 
upon the scabbard. You accepted tne 
invitation, for wliirh we thank you. I 
am now r'-qi>e.sted by contributors to 
the sword fund to ask that you with- 
draw said acceptance." 

In eiplaining the sending of the tel- 
egram Lieutenant Governor Tillman 
said: "It is with much regret that I 
was directed, or rather required, to 
send the telegram I did, especially in 
view ot the tact that I am so closely 
related to one who, but a few day<^ 
apo. was subjected to an affront whl( h 
v»as si omingly. or at \i ast the people 
who contribute<i to the purchase of 
the sword think, unwarranted." 



Will Have No Effect. 
Charleaton. S. C, Feb. 27.— It is 
stated here that Lieutenant Governor 

Tillman's action in withdrawing the 
Invitation to President Roosevelt to 
present the .sword to .'Vlajor Jenkins, 
will have no effect on the exposition 
program for the president's entertain- 
ment, even if it is allowed to stand. 



From New York to ths Capital. 

Washington. Feb. 27. — The special 
train carrying Prince Henry of Pru,-- 
aia, his suite and the American es- 
cort made its second trip from New 
York to Washington on schedule time.

For wfin itrins sprinkle with salt, moisten with hot water and pour 

boiling water through until the stains disappear. 

For blood ataina use cold water first, then aoap and water. Do not 
use hot water, as it seta the stains. 

For fruit stains use boiling water. If they do not yield use oxalic 
acid, allowing three ounces of the crystal to one pint of water. Wet the 
atalned linen with the eolation and place it over a kettle of hot water or in 

the sunshine. Rinse well as soon as the stains disappear; wet with am- 
monL-i to couuteract the acid. Then rinse thoroughly a^ain. This opera- 
tion will Bave the linen, which would otherwise be injureil.
